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PURPOSE: To provide the putter for golf which enables the easy and exact setting 
for putting and the tool thereof. 

* CONSTITUTION: A tape 4 to be attached onto a shaft 3 near a head 1 of the 
putter for golf is a line-shaped white or colored tape 4, at least the face side 
4» of which consists of a straight line. The displaying of the line-shaped white 
or colored mark, at least the face side of which consists of the straight line, 
on the shaft surface so as to be parallel with the face of the putter is possible 
as well. 
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(54) [Title of the Invention] Golf Putter 
[Claims] 

[Claim 1] A tape used with a golf putter characterized by being a 
tape attached to the shaft near the head of the golf putter and line-shaped 
white or colored tape with at least the face side comprising a straight 
line . 

[Claim 2] A golf putter characterized by attaching a line-shaped 
white or colored tape with a least the face side comprising a straight 
line so that said tape is parallel to said face of the putter. 

[Claim 3 ] A golf putter characterized by a line-shaped white or colored 
mark with at least the face side comprising a straight line being displayed 
on the shaft surface so that it is parallel to the face of the putter. 
[Detailed Specifications] 
[0001] [Field of Industrial Application] 

The present invention relates to a golf putter, and in more detail, 
a golf putter able to remarkably improve the putting direction. 
[0002] [Prior Art and Problems to be Solved by the Invention] 

Putting in golf is an enjoyable play in a different sense than the 
epitome of a driver shot; it is referred to as an art requiring the most 
intense concentration. 

[0003] During putting, first of all, it is necessary to set the face 
of the putter in perpendicular alignment with the putting line (driving 
direction), but the farther the putting distance is, the wider a slight 
deviation of the face from the putting line gets towards the hole. 
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[0004] Putters with large heads have been proposed recently from 
the standpoint of performing such putting with ease and accuracy. The 
theory is, the larger the face of the putter, the easier it is to align 
its face with the putting line. 

[0005] However, it is said that that this does not change the fact 
that one has to resort his/her intuition when using any putter of an existing 
style or head size, or putter with a large head, and setting the putter 
is still difficult. Since the tastes of players sway greatly between 
putters in particular, an even better score can be anticipated if any 
putter is set easily and accurately. 

[0006] In response to such demands , theobjectof the present invention 
is to obtain a golf putter that can be set easily and accurately for putting 
and a gadget for that purpose. 
[0007] [Means for Solving the Problems] 

As a result of repeating a variety of research in order to discover 
a means for solving the aforesaid problems, the inventor of the present 
invention looked into the fact that even though a putter was composed 
of a head and shaft, only part of the putter face was utilized no matter 
the style of putter or its head shape and size. 

[0008] That is, it was proven that although the length of the face 
of the head varied, the length of the face utilized in setting was only 
the length from the base of the shaft to the leading edge of the face. 
In short, putters with different shapes are shown in Figures 1 and 2. 
However, there is a blind spot on almost the, entire face 2 2 at hand from 
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the base of the shaft 3 in the face 2 due to the shaft 3, and the face 
is not utilized it setting, but only the face 2 X can be utilized. 

[0009] The inventor of the present invention discovered a novel setting 
means based on his looking deep into the causes of the problems and now 
he has achieved the present invention. 

[0010] That is, the gist of the present invention is a tape used 
with a golf putter characterized by being a tape attached to the shaft 
near the head of the golf putter and line-shaped white or colored tape 
with at least the face side comprising a straight line. 

[0011] Moreover., the gist of the other -invention is a golf putter 
characterized by a line-shaped white or colored mark with at least the 
face side comprising a straight line being displayed on the shaft surface 
so that it is parallel to the face of the putter. 

[0012 ] The present invention will now be explained in detail by referring 
to the drawings . 
[0013] [Practical Example 1] 

[0014] Figure 3 shows an example of the tape 4 of the present invention; 
(a) is one tape; (b) is a composite tape in which two pieces of tape are 
aligned; and (c) is a tape in which irregularities are formed on one side 
of a tape. The tape in (b) is wider than the one in (a) and the tape 
in (c) has an irregular part on one side; hence, the face on the other 
side (a straight line) can be emphasized because it is a straighter line. 
Each tape 4 is line-shaped, with one side (face side) 4 X comprising a 
straight line. 
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[0015] This tape is white or colored so as to be different than the 
color tone of the shaft. The material composing the tape is such that 
it can be produced from a suitable material, such as film or paper. The 
length of the tape can be suitably set. The longer the tape is, the easier 
it is to align it with the face of the putter. Moreover, when the tape 
is stuck to the shaft and used, the length of the tape is determined so 
that 1/2 of the length utilized on the face and the length of the tape 
is brought into line with the center of gravity of the face. It can also 
be brought into line with the center of gravity of the ball simultaneous 
to setting and hitting can be done at the center of the face. 

[0016] As shown in Figure 4, sticking the peelable tape 4 onto a 
film 5, such as a transparent adhesive film, is convenient. At the time 
of use, the tape can be peeled easily from the film, or an adhesive can 
be applied onto the backside of the tape; hence, the tape can be stuck 
onto the shaft and then peeled from the shaft. The film with the tape 
can be stuck onto and peeled from the shaft as is. 

[0017] Moreover, as shown in Figure 5, the tape can be imprinted 
with a name to identify the player. Moreover, as shown in Figure 6, a 
plurality of the tape 4 can be stuck to a sticker 6. As shown in Figure 
7, the tape can be a cylindrical film on which a plurality of the tape 
4 are stuck. 

[0018] Methods for using the tape are shown in Figures 8 and 9. 
No matter what type of putter, the tape 4, the film 5 with adhesive tape, 
or the like is stuck onto the shaft 3, separated slightly from the base 



at the face 1. In that case, the face side 4i of the tape 4 is a straight 
line; hence, this face side is stuck so that- it is parallel to the face 
2 of the putter (or so as to be an extended line of the face) . In order 
to stick the tape so that it is parallel to the face, the face should 
be observed as close as possible as the shaft is held horizontally by 
hand; hence, the parallel line on the tape is obvious. 
[0019] [Practical Example 2] 

A mark with the same structure as the 'aforementioned tape can be 
displayed on the surface of the shaft as a seal, imprint, etc. In this 
case, the mark is pre-displayed exactly in a prescribed position on the 
shaft (i.e., parallel to the face); hence, the operation by the player 
for sticking the tape each time can be omitted. 
[0020] [Advantages of the Invention] 

As explained above, according to the present invention setting for 
putting can be done easily and accurately. Moreover, handling is simple, 
and at the same time, the present invention can be applied to a putter 
of any shape.

[Figure 5] A drawing showing when a tape with a name is stuck to 
a transparent adhesive film. 

[Figure 6] A drawing showing a sticker on which the tape was stuck. 

[Figure 7] A drawing showing an example in which a tape is stuck 
into the shape of a film. 

[Figure 8] A drawing for explaining a putter to which tape was adhered 
and a setting method at the time of putting.. 

[Figure 9] A drawing for explaining a putter with another shape to 
which tape was adhered and a setting method at the time of putting.
